A 1 has asked me to write you concerning your November 19# 1950 
letter. 


You will recall In your discussion with Al# it was brought out 
that there are some shortcomings in the surgical schedules now 
being used by the industry. The matter of primary concern has 
been those areas where the relative values of surgical procedures 
are no longer realistic in the light of current surgical advance- 
ments and practices. Recently, a number of studies have been made 
with respect to the relative values of surgical procedures. Per- 
haps the most well-known study was made in California. I am 
attaching a copy of the California Relative Value Study which may 
be of interest to you. 

The industry has not, as yet# adopted a standard ^relative value” 
type schedule, although there appears very definitely to be a 
trend in that direction. This Company is in a position to issue 
this type of schedule at this time upon request, even though we 
have not established a standard schedule. Undoubtedly, premium 

rates for this type of a surgical schedule will need to be qtatimti 
adjusted upward. olAlllNlL
